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Seller's Inning 


HE market breeder of Thoroughbreds in three 

days last week went through an amazing 
metamorphosis. He awoke from a long coma 
during which his pulse had been so low that the 
doctors had begun to give artificial respiration 
(breeders’ awards). He climbed out of bed, gin- 
gerly flexed a biceps, knocked his hat off. He 
tried himself to see whether he could jump over 
a stick, and sailed clear over the house. Finally 
he flapped his arms and flew away like a helicop- 
ter. For a few days he sailed around over the 
Blue Grass country—like Superman taking Sun- 
day off. Presumably he has now come down and 
begun to think things over. 

How good was this Keeneland market? It was 
undoubtedly the strongest, most solid, most even 
market in years. It was not the best ever. The 
prices were about two and a half times as high as 
in 1942, but only about 63 per cent higher than in 
1941—-and 1941 was far from satisfactory. This 
was no such extraordinary gain as it first appear- 
ed, considering the fact that inflation has been 
at work to cheapen the value of money, and the 
fact that the expense of raising yearlings has 
been greatly increased. It had seemed extraordi- 
nary because breeders had become accustomed to 
selling for so little and were so surprised to get a 
great deal more. It was a strong, solid, even 
market, but it was not, in our view, the sort 
which ought to be allowed to start a new stam- 
pede of breeding activity. 

Why was it good? For many reasons, of 
course. The country was in high spirits, fiushed 
with pride over its emergence from military im- 
potence and its new assertion of power. Despite 
high taxes—-and partly because of them—-money 
was plentiful, and new buyers were in the mar- 
ket to compete with the older ones, who came 
off second in many bidding duels. Racing was 
enjoying the prosperity which goes with loose 
money in people’s pockets. As an_ incidental 
factor, it happened that *Blenheim II, current 
idol of the yearling buyers, was represented by 
his largest and best crop ever offered at auction. 
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But the most important factor of all was psy- 
chological. Buyers in the yearling market have 
been inhibited for several years by an accumula- 
tion of fears, with the result that a strong tension, 
or “potential,’’ had been created. This year the 
tension was released, and the spring snapped 
through a wide arc with great force. 


How long would it last? As long as the con- 
ditions which produced it. As long as confidence 
overrides fear. And the duration of the country’s 
present high spirits is almost altogether beyond 
the control of the sport of racing, except for its 
own contributions toward that good feeling. As 
far as factors inside racing are concerned, we 
may assume that the good market will last until 
it is abused. 


If the prices were dependent upon a shortage 
of racing stock we might be more definite as to 
the probable duration of the strong market. But 
there is no shortage now, none in prospect. The 
yearling crop of 1943 was only 6 per cent below 
that of last year, which was the largest in history 
and far beyond the needs of race tracks, even if 
all tracks had been operating. Whatever else 
the market might suggest, it did not suggest the 
wisdom of increasing production of race horses. 

For Eastern breeders who will sell their year- 
lings at Meadow Brook in September there is 
assurance that they will sell to the same market. 
Buyers who came to Lexington went away defi- 
nitely wanting more horses. 

For the race tracks the market’s strength had 
implications. It released the pressure for breed- 
ers’ awards, because the breeders’ emergency 
ended when the catch of fear-inhibition was re- 
leased and the spring snapped to where it be- 
longed. But another obligation was put upon the 
tracks—the obligation to proceed with their plans 
for “better purses for better horses.” Therein 
lies the steadying influence the market needs. If 
these horses which averaged nearly $3,000 are to 
be given a choice between staying in the barn 
and being claimed for less than they will have 
cost their owners, then the strength of this mar- 
ket will be cut away again.

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Production and Prices 


OR several weeks this onlooker and Nelson 

Dunstan (the name came to me, just like 
that) have been needling one another to our 
mutual amusement, though there is a question as 
to whether our readers aren’t just plain tired of 
it. This, at any rate, is not written in any fleer- 
ing spirit, but is in rebuttal, with such serious- 
ness as can be maintained under the circum- 
stances, of a jibe from Mr. Dunstan (or *Dun- 
stan, as he is known to the press boxes) as to 
the absurdity of THE BLOop-HORSE’s frequent ser- 
mons on overproduction, against the background 
of the intense competition among buyers at the 
Keeneland yearling sales. 

Well, let’s look. The war, not THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
has cut production, perhaps as much as 10 per 
cent. The war moved the equivalent of the 
Saratoga sales to Lexington, but the sales were 
particularly restricted. Eastern breeders were 
invited, but declined, partly because of obvious 
shipping difficulties. Only those who sold at 
Saratoga last year were eligible, plus a negligible 
few who were regular consignors at the Spa, but 
for one reason or another were not represented 
last year. Thus the August sales brought up 311 
yearlings instead of last year’s 485. This was 
curtailment with a vengeance, not altogether in 
production but in sales offerings. The market 
skyrocketed to a new high since the gilded days 
of the ’twenties. So did private sales at the 
Kentucky breeding farms. There weren’t enough 
horses to go around, so competition was heavier, 
so prices were higher. 

This rather artificial scarcity wasn’t the whole 
factor, of course. But it seems rather obvious 
that if there had been 500 horses in the Keene- 
land sale, as there could easily have been as far 
as production is concerned, prices would have 
been far worse. Trainers would have been at 
their customary, “You lay off of this one and I'll 
lay off of that one.’”” A man who was being rais- 
ed a little higher than he cared to go could quit 
and wait for something else with a fair chance 
of getting it. 

Presumably the fine sale at Keeneland will re- 
sult in raised production; at least good sales 
usually do. A man who sells a yearling for $5,- 
000 reasons that if he raises three yearlings he 
can. get $15,000; it’s simple mathematics. Jumps 
in production, you know, aren’t exactly general. 
When foal production raises from 6,000 a year 
to 6,500 a year, the increase does not come very 
much from the establishments which breed to 
race. It comes largely from breeders who in- 
tend to sell, who expand to get in on high prices. 
You dump the largest part of a 500-foal increase 
on the market, and away goes the market. 

It seems rather obvious that a market in which 
no buyers go away disappointed is a fairly bad 
market. If the competition goes out of bidding 
because there are enough yearlings to satisfy 
everybody, prices are bound to drop. A sale such 
as that at Keeneland, where a forced restriction 
sends prices up sharply, is the best illustration 
possible of what breeders may expect when they 
don’t overproduce. It isn’t an indication that 
they are not overproducing now, because the sale

wasn’t keyed to production; it was a rigidly re- 
stricted sale. 

As everyone knows, racing has been booming 
for years, and purse distribution has been going 
up for years, and yearling prices have been go- 
ing down for years. There are no necessary re- 
lationships here. But just by accident, there was 
an August market not open to the world but to 
a smaller group than usual, and there were prices 
nobody had hoped for for years. Even an econ- 
omist ought to be able to figure the implications. 


Style Note 


THIS bystander was attracted, several years 
ago, by the riding style of Jockey Conn McCreary, 
because no maiter what kind of horse he had, 
he brought a piece of him into the stretch and 
had something left to run with, however far off 
the pace he might be. In the last few months 
there has been national comment on the fashion 
in which Jockey McCreary timed his rushes, get- 
ting down by margins which would have made 
Snapper Garrison nervous, and which induced 
cardiac conditions among trainers of the horses 
he rode. So recently, on successive days, Jockey 
McCreary lit out wnoop-de-doo from the gate and 
won the Saratoga Sales Stakes and Alabama 
Stakes at every post. This is calculated to con- 
fuse the young horse players. 
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Awards of 3% 
In Stakes Races 


INCE last May, when the five New York tracks 

announced a plan of breeders’ awards (re- 
vised shortly afterward to eliminate awards to 
breeders of horses which finish second and to in- 
crease awards in stakes events), a considerable 
controversy has flourished regarding awards at 
other tracks. Readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE will 
be familiar with most 
of the discussion, and 
with the results of and 
opinions expressed in a 
poll of breeders taken 
by this magazine (THE 
BLoop-HorRSE, July 24, 
31, August 7). 

For a_ considerable 
while the matter has 
been in the hands of a 
committee of the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Asso- 
ciations of the United 


States, composed of 
Chairman Henry A. 
Parr III of Pimlico, 


Charles F. Adams of 
Suffolk Downs, James 
E. Dooley of Narragan- 
sett Park, George D. 
Widener of Belmont Park, Walter Donovan of 
Garden State Park, M. J. Winn of Churchill 
Downs, Benjamin F. Lindheimer of Arlington 
and Washington Parks, and John C. Clark of 
Hialeah Park, with Alex M. Robb as secretary. 

The committee was confronted with a number 
of difficulties. In addition to some natural con- 
flict in opinion, the members were well separated, 
some of them busy with race meetings they could 
ill afford to leave. A good deal of the conferring 
was accomplished by telephone, with inevitable 
delays and difficulties. Apparently the last bit 
of evidence considered was the yearling average 
at the Keeneland sales. Last week, on August 
13, the committee had agreed on its action. It 
recommended: 


HENRY A. PARR III 
Announces a decision 


That racing associations pay to the breeders of all 
stakes winners a minimum of 3 per cent of the 
added money of the stakes. These awards to be 
paid to the breeder if alive and if deceased to his 
estate. In the case of foreign-bred horses the award 
to be paid to the importer. Where breeders’ awards 
are already established in stakes races it is not the 
intent to change existing awards unless it is so de- 
sired by the member track. 

The committee also believes in, and recommends 
to the member tracks, the continuance and develop- 
ment of the principle of bigger purses for better 
horses as a definite benefit to the breeding industry. 


The action was of course advisory; the commit- 
tee had no authority to fix awards for the 33 race 
tracks which make up the T. R. A. But it was 
understood that one chief reason for the delay in 
coming to a decision was that the committee was 
not satisfied to make a ‘‘good”’ recommendation; 
it wanted to make one the member associations 
would adopt. It is likely that most, if not all, 


will adopt a schedule of breeders’ awards, in 
line with the suggestion of the committee. 


It should be noted that 
specifies a minimum award. 
prevent race tracks which 
increasing this amount, or from extending the 
awards to non-stakes races. The minimum prob- 
ably represents a compromise. 

The added money to stakes in North America 
in 1942 was $2,407,610. Elimination of a few 
stakes in Mexico (at Agua Caliente) and a larger 
number at Canadian tracks, would reduce the 
amount to perhaps $2,300,000. In 1943 some 
stakes have been eliminated, chiefly those at 
Delaware Park, the Florida tracks, and a part of 
the regular roster in Maryland, while there 
have been notable increases at Washington and 
Arlington Parks and a few elsewhere, in addition 
to a richer program at the Fair Grounds. Any 
estimate is necessarily uncertain, but it may be 
considered that the annual stakes distribution 
this year will approximate $2,250,000. In this 
case the minimum breeders’ awards would be 
about $67,500 (not including New York’s awards 
in the non-stakes races), though how far the 
awards will be made retroactive for the 1943 sea- 
son depends on individual tracks. 

As THE BLOOD-HORSE goes to press, none of the 
33 tracks in the T. R. A. has announced individual 
action. The New York tracks are apparently 
committed to their present policy for this year, 
and announcement from other tracks may be ex- 
pected soon.

MICHIGAN 
Detroit 


HE regular session of 71 days scheduled for 

Detroit this summer, enlivened by a jockey 
strike, suspension of one day’s racing because 
horsemen would not enter their horses in satis- 
factory numbers, suspension of another day be- 
cause of what authorities explained was not a 
race riot, but only a fight between whites and 
Negroes, came to its end with the racing of Au- 
gust 14, plunged at once into 24 more days of 
racing for the purpose of raising funds for the 
war charities. 

The closing day was featured by the $7,500 
Godolphin Handicap, in which Tall Trees Stable’s 
Ball Player, by *Strolling Player, was an easy 
and unexpected winner. A sprint for 3-year-olds 
and up, for a $5,000 purse, was the secondary 
attraction, and this was taken by K. Marley's 
Dogpatch, by *Bull Dog, a onetime Milky Way 
campaigner. The better 2-year-olds at the track 
had an opportunity in a six-furlong handicap with 
a $2,500 purse, and Brown Hotel Stable took this 
with Chief Knocker, by High Quest. 

To horsemen at the track the change from regu- 
lar to charity meeting will not mean a great deal. 
Purses presumably will remain at the same level, 
so the effect on the back stretch is simply that 
of a single 95-day meeting.

Yearling Sales 
At Keeneland 


ELOW appear the summaries of the four con- 
cluding sales of Keeneland’s Saratoga sub- 
stitute, the first two having appeared in last 
week’s issue. Prices at the first sessions were 
not only maintained, they were increased as the 
sales progressed, showing a healthiness in the 
market which continued on August 12 at the 
dispersal of the stock of John Oliver Keene at 
neighboring Keeneland Stud. The summary of 
this sale also appears in subsequent columns, as 
well as reports of numerous private sales which 
were completed during the week. 
In the sales summaries below the averages of 
the consignors are set forth, and wherever pos- 
sible comparison is made with the averages for 


the same consignors in the 1942 yearling market. 


The regular compilations of statistics regarding 
buyers, sellers, sires, and the like, and compari- 
sons with the yearling sales of previous years, 
have been prepared for this issue of THE BLOop- 
HORSE, beginning with page 245. 


Tuesday Afternoon, August || 


HE third of the six sales sessions continued 

the advances which had been promised by the 
first two. There were 54 yearlings disposed of, 
and they brought a total of $189,400, an average 
of $3,507. It was the highest average a single 
session had made since 1940, and the comparison 
with the third session at Saratoga last year—not 
a very well justified comparison—-was staggering 
the 1942 average for the third session was $941. 

The comparative averages of consignors are 
more dependable than comparisons with the 1942 
Saratoga sales, however. They were up without 
exception. 

R. A. Fairbairn, perennially among the higher 
averages, and first in the last three years, got 
an average of $6,745 for 11 head, while last year 
he topped the consignors with an average of $2,- 
589, a mark beaten by several consignors in the 
early sessions this year. Marshall Field got an 
average of $3,715 against $2,069 last season. The 
list of consignors, in comparison with 1942:

HE man who writes the full story of the horses 

bred by A. B. Hancock will be a historian, 
not a reporter. For considerably more than half 
a century he has been preparing yearlings for 
the market, first from his Ellerslie Stud at Char- 
lottesville, Virginia, and later from the Claiborne 
Stud which he established at Paris, Kentucky, in 
1915. The tale of these is enormous—it may run 
to as many as 2,500 individuals. 

But for more years than many of the 1943 buy- 
ers can remember, Mr. Hancock's yearling sales 
have been keyed intimately with the Fasig-Tipton 
Company auctions at Saratoga and, this year, at 
Keeneland. When the late E. J. Tranter opened 
his sales plant at Saratoga in 1917, Mr. Hancock 
was already committed to a sale at Durland’s 
Riding Academy in New York, and he had noth- 
ing at the upstate auctions. But he joined the 
Saratoga sales in 1918, prophetically topped the 
sale with a $14,600 colt by Black Jester that was 
bought by J. K. L. Ross, and had the highest 
average ($2,473) of those who had as many as 
three yearlings. 

In the 26 summer sales from 1918 through 1943, 
eliminating yearlings owned in partnerships, Mr. 
Hancock has sent through the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany ring a total of 1,251 yearligs—enough to 
make three years of sales—and he has got $4,- 

050 for them, a 26-year average of $3,564. 

The 1943 “Hancock night” had a high place 
even in the high history of Claiborne and Ellerslie 
Studs, which climbed through the booming 
‘twenties, rode out the depressed ‘thirties. Twice 
before Mr. Hancock left Saratoga with a higher 
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average than in 1943, but not much higher. In 
1925 he got an average of $5,742 for 43 yearlings; 
in 1930 he averaged $5,627 for the record number 
of 79, the most he has ever sold at Saratoga. It 
was on this occasion only that he got a higher 
total, $444,500, than he received in 1943. It was 
on this occasion, too, that he reached his peak 
for a single sale, the first night of his sale seeing 
49 yearlings through the ring for the staggering 
but not record average of $6,531. 

The Hancock sale at Keeneland, though it did 
not break any “Saratoga” records, was neverthe- 
less among the tops. In his own name Mr. Han- 
cock sold 55 yearlings for $299,200, second larg- 
est money total he has ever had, got an average 
of $5,440 for them, third highest in his history. 
For his *Blenheim II—Risk colt he got $66,000, 
third highest price paid for a yearling in an 
American auction, It was the highest price Mr. 
Hancock had ever received for a yearling at auc- 
tion. It was a stunning night for onlookers, who 
had been telling themselves that the “glamor 
sales” were over, that though the market was 
extremely strong, the individual sales were over. 
It was the roaring 'twenties back again. 

There were 59 lots in the sale, two owned by 
Mr. Hancock’s sister, Mrs. Jane Hancock Garth, 
and two owned in partnership with Ellerslie’s 
Virginia neighbor, Nydrie Stud. The averages:

No fewer than eight horses made five figures, 
and only six went below four. Early in the sale 
it was apparent that the lid was off, when Wil- 
liam Helis paid $19,000 for the *Blenheim II— 
Black Wave filly, the highest price a filly had 
brought since 1930, when a bay filly subsequently 
named Gala Flight, by *Sir Gallahad III—*Star- 
flight, consigned by Admiral Cary T. Grayson 
and now owned by R. W. MclIlvain, brought $30,- 
000. In addition to the *Blenheim II—Risk colt, 
two colts reached $20,000. Warren Wright paid 
that amount for another *Blenheim II, out of 
Sable Scarf, and Pat O'Neill, acting for A. C. 
Ernst, went to $20,500 for a son of *Sir Gallahad 
III—-*Song of Battle. The summary:

HE fifth session of the sales, and the last after- 
noon one, was devoted entirely to disposal of 


the yearlings from Walter 
worth Stud.

There were 52 yearlings through 
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the arena, and the afternoon’s total was $92,850, 
average $1,786. This represented a tremendous 
increase over the $683 which Mereworth aver- 
aged last year, but it was not quite as high as 
the 1941 average, $1,794. 

One factor in the sharp increase was the good 
1943 records of the first crop of foals by *Bel 
Aethel to race in America; another was the first 
Mereworth-bred produce of several mares pur- 
chased while carrying their foals of 1942. It 
was one of these, Panay, by *Chicle, which pro- 
duced the highest-priced individual of the sale, a 
Questionnaire colt which Frank Podesta bought 
for $11,000. Panay was a very fortunate pur- 
chase at $1,400, carrying the Questionnaire colt, 
at the Lexington Fall Sales of 1941, consigned 
by Calumet Farm.

$4,500 Sun Teddy filly, cost $1,700 at the same 
sale. Indigestion, whose Jack High filly brought 
$4,200, also came from that sale at $750. Thus 
for $5,200 Mereworth bought mares carrying 
foals which brought a combined yearling price 
of $24,200.

Keene Estate Dispersal 


LATE addition to the auctions was the dis- 

persal, on August 12, of the horses owned by 
the late John Oliver Keene, of whose Keeneland 
Stud the Keeneland race track was originally a 
part. This was made the medium of disposal of 
a number of mares and yearlings owned by other 
horsemen, who were not eligible to the substitute 
Saratoga sales a few hundred yards away at 
Keeneland. For the most part these were not of 
exceptional quality and, the opportunity to sell 
them coming late, had been hastily prepared. 
Toward the end of the sale, just outside the big 
stone barn at Keeneland Stud, those who came 
to Lexington to buy cheap horses got a brief in- 
ning.

The horses owned by the Keene estate went 
very well. The stallion Grand Slam, which Mr. 
Keene bred, sold to Bomar Stable, and later own- 
ed in partnership with that organization, brought 
$75,000, the highest price paid at auction for an 
American stallion for a good many years, but by 
no means a record. The 22 horses which Mr. 
Keene owned, exclusive of partnerships, brought 
a total of $85,800, an average of $3,900. The stal- 
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lion Silver Horde brought $4,500; 15 mares, of 
which eight had sucklings at their side, averaged 
$3,360; and the six yearlings averaged $5,150. 
Averages of other consignors were materially 
lower, and for the entire sale, with 77 lots offer- 
ed, the average was $2,664. These 77 represented 
96 individuals, 19 of the mares having sucklings 
which were sold with them. 

The division of the sale follows. The 35 year- 
lings included 18 colts which brought $42,350, 17 
fillies which brought $9,825.

The family of Jeanne Bowdre, one of the prin- 
cipal stones on which the Keene racing and breed- 
ing edifice was built, attracted the highest prices 
of the sale. Jean Valjean himself was not sold, 
nor was the Man o’ War mare Jeanne d’Arc, both 
of these being the produce of Jeanne Bowdre. War 
Beauty, a granddaughter of Jeanne Bowdre, died 
shortly before the sale. But Jeanne Bowdre’s son 
Grand Slam topped the sale at $75,000. Jeanne 
Bowdre’s daughter Fantine, a good race mare 
which appeared in the ring with a suckling colt 
by *Boswell, and in foal to War Admiral, led the 
broodmares by a considerable margin, at $12,000. 
And Fantine’s yearling colt by Questionnaire 
made $17,000, the highest yearling price of the 
sale. The only other individual to make five fig- 
ures was Mary Keen, another daughter of Jeanne 
Bowdre, which sold for $11,500. Thus four mem- 
bers of Jeanne Bowdre’s family brought $115,500, 
out of $160,800 for 23 horses. 


Of the other consignors, the best sale was that 
of Mrs. Johnson N. Camden, who sold seven head, 
mostly broodmares, for $10,900, an average of 
$1,557. Leading the sale was the 6-year-old mare 
Selenga, by Jamestown—Stefana, which Hal

HE transfer of the yerrling sales to Lexington 

brought Kentucky breeders not only a high 
auction market but an unusual, and unusually 
avid, set of customers for horses offered for pri- 
vate sale. During the week of the auctions there 
were enough private sales, reported and unre- 
ported, to have made up at least two additional 
sessions, had they been ‘sold in the auctions. Al- 
together, including the Keeneland sales, the dis- 
persal at Keeneland Stud, and the private sales, 
Kentucky horsemen sold between 450 and 500 
Thoroughbreds last weck. 

Lt. Col. and Mrs. Gustave Ring and their train- 
er, H. H. (Pete) Battle, spent many hours going 
over the yearlings consigned to the auctions at 
Keeneland, but made no purchases. Instead, 
Lieutenant Colonel Ring purchased the entire 
crop of yearlings at Royce G. Martin’s Woodvale 
Farm in Bourbon County. Ordinarily Mr. Martin 
has an enthusiastic interest in racing, but the 
manufacture of war materials has laid heavy ob- 
ligations on him, and in the last year or so he has 
rarely been seen on a race track. 

In his 1942 crop of foals Mr. Martin had a re- 
markable proportion of colts. Only two of the 
twelve head turned over to Lieutenant Colonel 
Ring are fillies, and these are not sold, but leased, 
to be returned to Woodvale when their racing 
days are over. 

Mr. Martin had turned down a number of offers 
for individual yearlings, preferring to sell the en- 
tire crop as a unit. Lieutenant Colonel Ring 
stated that he preferred not to put quite so many 
in training next year, and that some of them 
would be for sale privately. The yearlings were 
to be sent to Lt. Danny Shea’s Merryland Farm 
at Hyde, Md., which is under the management of 
Mrs. Shea while her husband is serving in the 
armed forces.

Saratoga 


ERHAPS June 29 will come to be celebrated 

in New York racing like Bastille Day in 
France. It was the last day (there was rain) on 
which the turnover at a New York track was un- 
der $1,000,000. It followed a run of 20 days of 
over the million, and, through August 14, 40 such 
days have built up behind it. The current Sara- 
toga meeting at Belmont Park, though it is not 
threatening the Empire City record of $1,470,818 
daily, has got through its first 18 days with a 
pari-mutuel average of $1,430,835, an average 
attendance of 17,451 daily. 

The third week found most of its developments 
in the 2-year-old division. Bolingbroke, winner 
of the Whitney Stakes August 10, has shown high 
class before, and Eurasian, winner of the Travers, 
beat so weak a field that he is unlikely to be con- 
sidered a particularly good 3-year-old. But Harry 
LaMontagne’s Rodney Stone, winner of the San- 
ford Stakes, and Miss Beatrice Maguire’s Bee 
Mac, winner of the Spinaway, showed class 
enough to be considered strong contenders with- 
in their division. 

The Albany Handicap on August 17 is the only 
mid-week flat stakes of the fourth week, and the 
Grand Union Hotel Stakes and the Saratoga 
Handicap feature the racing of August 21. The 
Grand Union may straighten out the 2-year-old 
situation somewhat, as Ravenala, Dustman, Boy 
Knight, Lucky Draw, and others are eligible. 
Rodney Stone is not eligible, but since he is not 
in the Hopeful Stakes either, he will have little 
more to do with determining the juvenile leader- 
ship at the meeting. The Saratoga Handicap, at 
1% miles, includes Apache, *Princequillo, Devil 
Diver, Shut Out, Mioland, Salto, Market Wise, 
Bolingbroke, Lochinvar, and Alsab among its en- 
tries. 


The Other Equipoise 


Txvo sons of the Whitney-bred Equipoise, which 
died five years ago, were among the five starters 
for the Whitney Stakes ($10,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 11, miles), on August 10 and bet- 
tors at the Saratoga meeting made them first 
and second choice, in what turned out to be the 
wrong order. The race, one of the few weight- 
for-age events of importance for older horses, has 
allowances and penalties in its conditions, might 
as well have been straight weight for age in this 
instance, for each of the five got the nine-pound 
allowance granted to horses which had not won 
a race of $15,000 during the regular season. 

Greentree Stable’s Shut Out (117) was the 
favorite, and though he ran well for more than 
a mile he did not show the brilliance with which 
he won the Wilson Stakes ten days earlier. He 
followed the early pace of Hudson Valley Stable’s 
*Water Pearl (3, 103) into the stretch, then be- 
gan to close on him. Just behind him Townsend 
B. Martin’s Bolingbroke (117) was coming with 
a rush on the outside, and Conn McCreary was 
slipping down the rails with Boone Hall Stable’s 
*Princequillo (3, 103). In the last furlong Shut 
Out flattened out badly, apparently not quite up 
to the 10 furlongs. Bolingbroke and *Prince- 
quillo swept past the leeders and fought it out 
right down to the ‘nish, Bolingbroke going very 
gamely to win by a nose. *Water Pearl was a 
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half-length behind them, and Shut Out finished 
fourth, beaten another length and a half. Boysy 
(117), the only other starter, quit after running 
forwardly for nearly a mile. Time, :2445, :48, 
1:13%5, 1:3635, 2:02, track sloppy.

Bolingbroke, none too sound, apparently has 
difficulty reaching his best form, and in retaining 
it for long, but at his peak he is dangerous in 
any field. As a 2-year-old he was beaten in all 
of his nine starts. He won the 114-mile Manhat- 
tan Handicap at three and placed in another 
stakes. At four he started only three times, was 
third in the Santa Anita Handicap. Last year he 
won the Manhattan Handicap again, beating 
Whirlaway (though in receipt of 17 pounds), and 
the Saratoga Cup. The 114-mile Whitney Stakes 
is the shortest important race he has won. In all 
he has started 47 times, won nine races, finished 
second four times, third 11 times, and has earned 
$62,400. He was foaled at J. E. Widener’s Elm- 
endorf Farm, Lexington, on March 23, 1937.

Elkridge Betters His Form 


The leading steeplechaser of 1942 was Kent 
Miller’s Elkridge, winner of $28,130, the largest 
amount a jumper has earned in America in one 
season except for the six lush years from 1926 
through 1931, when such ’chasers as Jolly Roger, 
Arc Light, *Tourist II, and Green Cheese were 
in action, and purses were far higher in this divi- 
sion. But in 1943 Elkridge had disappointed 
seven times, though he was second to Delhi Dan 
in the Shillelah Steeplechase August 4. Never- 
theless he was the split favorite for the North 
American Steeplechase Handicap ($3,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, two miles) at the Saratoga 
meeting August 11. 

Another 1943 disappointment, *The Beak (139), 
unplaced in five starts this year, went off in front 
and led to the tenth fence, where he jumped bad- 
ly and fell. Elkridge (151), jumping under re- 
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straint the first turn of the field, had moved to 
second going to the last turn, and he took over 
the lead and won by a length and a quarter from 
H. E. Talbott’s Brother Jones (146). Rokeby 
Stable’s Redlands (139) was third, and F. A. 
Clark’s maiden Uncle Seaweed (137) fourth. Iron 
Shot (147) was the only other to finish. Time, 
3:52, track good.

Eurasian Finds a Spot 


The ancient Travers Stakes ($10,000 added, 3- 
year-olds, 144 miles) at the Saratoga meeting 
August 14 did not draw a field worthy of its his- 
tory, for the best of the 1943 3-year-olds have 
proved a brittle breed, are out of action either 
for the summer or the year. Of the field of seven 
which appeared for the race Brookmeade Stable’s 
Bourmont was made favorite, as he had run a 
series of good races, including a second in the 
Classic, since getting out of the maiden ranks 
about five weeks ago. 

In the field was one colt with an unusual im- 
mediate history, Eurasian, which Mrs. Barclay K. 
Douglas bred and raced until recently, then sold 
to Frank and Joseph Rabinovich’s Havahome 
Stable. He was a Travers eligible, but the en- 
gagement was not transferred with him, largely 
because the Travers was presumed to be outside 
Eurasian’s ken. Mrs. Douglas’ Mill River Stable 
had a far more formidable candidate in Chop 
Chop, but Chop Chop went out with leg trouble.

She belied her name 
by stepping a good deal too fast, going a first 
quarter in :2245, with the 165-to-1 chance Nap 
(114) going along with her. Bee Mac, ridden by 
Sterling Young, was third for the first quarter- 
mile, then came up to take the lead in the second. 
Stepwisely hung on to the quarter-pole, then 
stopped badly to finish last. Nap lasted a fur- 
long longer; she was still second at the furlong- 
pole, but the last eighth was too much and she 
tired badly.

ILLINOIS 
Washington Park 


HE second week of the Washington Park 

meeting, which completed 49 days of racing 
at the same plant, with 19 more to come, found 
the track doing very well. Some horses have left 
the Chicago district for the East, to some extent 
in a follow-up of difficulties toward the end of 
the Arlington Park meeting, when horsemen pe- 
titioned to have racing made cheaper, but there 
has been no obvious shortage of horses, and none 
is likely to develop. 

The Arlington Park meeting of 37 days ended 
with a pari-mutuel average of $581,535 daily, 
which represented an increase of about $40,000 
daily over 1942, and there seems to be no lessen- 
ing of support at Washington Park. 

The Sheridan Handicap, named for the first 
president of the old Washington Park Jockey 
Club, the famous general and horseman of the 
Civil War, was the August 14 feature. The race 
was hardly as exciting as Sheridan’s ride from 
Winchester, but it was a fair contest, with Wash- 
ington-bred Georgie Drum as the winner. A one- 
mile allowance race for Class C horses was won 
by Mrs. Clyde Troutt’s Take Wing, by *Chicle, 
and an allowance race for 2-year-olds went to 
Mrs. H. J. Damm’s Zacapet, a colt by Zacaweista. 

The third week of the meeting sees the run- 
ning of the Washington Park Juvenile Stakes and 
the Great Western Claiming Handicap, each with 
$5,000 added, and the third Saturday, August 21, 
is featured by the $10,000 added Beverly Handi- 
cap, for fillies and mares at 14% miles. Among 
the entries are Mar-Kell and Nellie L., both from 
Calumet Farm, and Burgoo Maid, which beat 
Mar-Kell in the Modesty Handicap August 12, 
may have another go at her. 


Good Mile for Occupation 


With three straight defeats on his record, John 
Marsch’s Occupation (124) took such a battered 
reputation into the Dick Welles Handicap ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds, one mile) at Washingon Park 
August 11 that he was a 3-to-1 second choice in 
the betting, the first time this year he has not 
been favorite, except for the ten-furlong Classic 
Stakes. He was giving from 10 to 16 pounds to 
the eight 3-year-olds which opposed him, and 
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the A. C. Ernst entry of Alforay (112) and Al- 
quest (110) was made favorite. 

Occupation reaffirmed both his class and his 
courage with a very good performance. He broke 
fast, took a slight lead over Eddie Anderson’s 
Burnt Cork (111), with Cabin Creek (114) in 
close attendance. Occupation ran down the back 
stretch under light restraint, and for six furlongs 
there was no important change in the positions 
of the field. But at the quarter-pole Burnt Cork 
was put to pressure, and Occupation went all out 
to hold the lead of a head he enjoyed at this 
point. The two pulled rapidly out from the field, 
fought down to the wire, went past the finish 
with Occupation a neck in front and holding that 
advantage solidly. Five lengths farther back was 
Shadybrook Farm's Marchon (108), with Alforay 
(112) fourth. In order followed Cabin Creek, 
Bulls Eye (112), Valdina Foe (110), Alquest, and 
All Hoss (114). Time :23%35, :46%5, 1:11, 1:36%6, 
track fast.

The Modesty Handicap 


Just as in baseball there is a recognized period 

the home team’s half of the seventh inning— 
for the spectators to stand up and stretch, there 
ought to be a period in racing, perhaps just after 
the sixth race, set aside for form players to have 
hysterics. In late July Miss Ruth Sidell’s Burgoo 
Maid (3, 111) and Hal Price Headley’s Tellme- 
now (3, 105) ran a dead heat at Washington 
Park. On August 12, after holding their form 
about equally since the dead heat, they met un- 
der exactly the same weights in the Modesty 
Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, fillies 
and mares, seven furlongs), still at Washington 
Park. One ran first, the other tenth and last. It 
was not exactly this which disturbed the chalk 
players, who had given little chance to either, 
but the fact that Burgoo Maid hung on to beat 
Calumet Farm’s odds-on Mar-Kell (125), one of 
the better older mares in training. 

Both Burgoo Maid and Tellmenow began with 
good bursts of speed, the former leading the 
field. After a quarter-mile Tellmenow dropped 
back, while Burgoo Maid never let up. Home- 
town (107), second in the early stages, made play 
for the leader after about five furlongs, then 
fell away, and Burgoo Maid went on under pres- 
sure to build up a five-length lead at the furlong- 
pole. She needed almost every foot of it, for 
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Mar-Kell, forced to go wide to get room in the 
stretch, came with a cyclonic rush, was a neck 
behind the winner at the finish and in front after 
another stride. Six lengths away W. G. McCar- 
ty’s Jerry Lee (3, 109) was third, a neck in front 
of Valdina Farm’s Valdina Marl (3, 114). In 
order followed Who Me (3, 104), Silvestra (107), 
Hometown, Bolo Way (3, 10612), Wiseasyou (3, 
108), and Tellmenow.

That, however, was 
in their own yard, so to speak. A Washington- 
bred pulled down another $10,000 race August 14, 
the Sheridan Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 14%-miles) at Washington Park. The 
same man, Allen Drumheller, was_ responsible 
for both successes; he bred and trained Campus 
Fusser, sold him a few weeks before the Long- 
acres Mile but continued to train him; and he 
bred, owned, and trained Georgie Drum (106), 
winner of the Sheridan. The horse is named 
for George Drumheller, Washington hreeder who 
took Gladiator (sire of Campus Fusser) to Wish- 
ington after his racing days were over, ane es- 


- tablished the Drumheller Farm Stud, where both 
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Campus Fusser and Georgie Drum were foaled, 
near Walla Walla. 

Georgie Drum was very much an outsider in 
the field of five which contested the Sheridan 
Handicap, Hal Price Headley’s Anticlimax (120) 
being odds-on for the race. L. B. Mayer’s Blue 
Pennant (112) led at first, then Anticlimax took 
over, while Georgie Drum was running well back. 
After about six furlongs he began moving for- 
ward, came up fast when Jockey F. A. Smith 
called on him near the head of the stretch, and 
took a good lead. He was tiring near the end, 
but held on to win by a length, with Anticlimax 
six lengths ahead of Blue Pennant, and Mrs. 
Marie Evans’ Shot Put (108) fourth. Martian

RHODE ISLAND 


Narragansett Park 


HE first week of racing at Narragansett Park’s 

42-day summer meeting found the track do- 
ing-very well, and the OPA running a none too 
sensational second. The track has put up signs 
forbidding parking on the main parking space, 
but some patrons disregarded these, and there 
were a good many cars on private property 
around the track. Beyond dark hints of action 
by the OPA, nothing was happening on this score. 
On opening day the betting was $545,436, a sum 
far ahead of expectation and well ahead of the 
$429,841 which was bet on opening day last year. 
For the first week, the average was well over 
$400,000. 

The principal racing news of the week at 
Narragansett Park was the double defeat of 
Alsab, which ran third at six furlongs, fourth at 
14%, miles, but showed a good deal of finishing 
power in both cases. However, any good horse 
can finish strongly if he is not used much in the 
early running, and Alsab, as of 1943, is still un- 
proved. He has frequently needed several starts 
to reach his best form, and there is still room 
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for belief that he will return to something like 
his 1942 stature. 

In addition to the stakes event on August 14, 
an allowance race for 3-year-olds at six fur- 
longs was offered, the winner and favorite be- 
ing H. Guy Bedwell’s Sollure, by *Soleil de Midi, 
bred in Canada by H. C. Hatch. An allowance 
race for 2-year-olds was taken by Mrs. Albert 
Sabath’s American Flyer, a *Hairan colt bred 
by W. S. Threlkeld. There was one other non- 
claiming race, but it was for $3,000 platers under 
allowance conditions. R. Robertson’s 4-year-old 
K. Dorko, by Balko, made it the occasion of his 
thirteenth victory in three seasons. 

The Jeanne d’Arc Stakes, for 2-year-old fillies 
at six furlongs, is the stakes event of August 21. 


A Plater Beats Alsab 


Last November 11 Mrs. Albert Sabath’s Alsab 
ran and won at Belmont Park, then began a re- 
tirement which lasted until August 9. Last win- 
ter he was fired for osselets. Since he began se- 
rious training last spring he has trailed rumors 
behind every workout—not very long rumors, be- 
cause they weren't very long workouts. A few 
observers have stated categorically that Alsab 
would not race again. But on August 9, in the 
Pawtucket Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, six furlongs), Alsab raced again. He fin- 
ished three lengths up the track from a $2,500 
plater. 

But Alsab’s return to competition was not 
wholly disappointing. Trainer Augustus Swenke 
said he was satisfied with the performance. 
Jockey George Woolf said, yes, he came back 
sore, but he was often sore; he'd favored his left 
front foot, but he always did. Jockey Woolf, no 
sentimentalist, liked Alsab’s race. More impor- 
tant to Alsab’s friends in the grandstand, the 
Good Goods colt had roared down the stretch in 
his old style, picking up horse after horse, and 
going much faster than the winner at the end. It 
was not the first time Alsab had run too late in 
a short race, and it was possible to argue that 
Alsab, if he trains soundly, is not so far from 
good form. 

Bettors at Narragansett Park obviously were 
puzzled by the race, for Alsab (124) was pounds 
the best of the field in class, far more than the 
eight to 22 pounds he was giving his opposition. 
They finally made him a weak favorite at 19 to 
5, with Sollure (3, 112) only a point higher in 


the odds. But the race was dominated by J. B. 
Hatfield’s Cherrydale (109), another of those 
developments whose class had been almost 


eclipsed in the formlessness of the claiming divi- 
sion. Looking for her fifth straight win, Cherry- 
dale took the track, got clear at once, and was 
never seriously threatened, though Jockey C. 
Wahler, perhaps expecting a possible last-furlong 
rush from Alsab, kept her under pressure to the

She won on that occasion for 
her second straight victory in that class, and has 
since won two allowance races for the new owner, 
the Pawtucket Handicap, her first stakes, giving 
her a string of five wins. In all she has started 
29 times, won nine races, finished second four 
times, third three times, and has earned $14,225.

State Park is about three-fifths through with

A race 
for 2-year-old maidens went to Mrs. J. H. Mohr’s 
Royal Prince, which attracted a little more inter- 
est than most winners of maiden races, in that he 
is the first winner to come from the first crop of 
foals by Dauber, hero of the rain-soaked Preak- 
ness of 1938. 

The next stakes event at Garden State Park is 
the Jersey Handicap, a 11!,-mile event for 3-year- 
olds. It closed with 37 nominations, of which 
Chop Chop has been given top weight of 122 
pounds. Vincentive (120) is next in the weights 
but is out of action, and other entries include 
*Water Pearl (118), *Famous Victory (117), 
*Haile (117), Eurasian (116), Hasteville (116), 
Ringmenow (114), Fairy Manhurst (110), and 
Woodford Lad (108). 


Sprint for Fillies 


Bettors at Garden State Park who made Cain- 
Hoy Stable’s Best Risk (3, 111) favorite for the 
Colonial Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, fillies and mares, six furlongs) on August 14 
may have been influenced by the fact that the 
filly was a near relative of $66,000, as she was 
full sister to the colt that brought that amount 
at the Keeneland sales four days earlier. But 
Best Risk, though she ran a good race, could do 
no better than second place, giving four pounds 
to the winner.

STUD NEWS 
Fairholme Is Sold 


HE apparent end of the Thoroughbred breed- 

ing activities of R. A. Fairbairn came August 
16, with the announcement that his 221-acre Fair- 
holme Stud, near Winchester, Ky., had been sold 
to a Mr. Johnson, of Ironton, Ohio, who will con- 
vert the nursery into a cattle farm. 

Fairholme Farm was not one of the older Thor- 
oughbred nurseries, as Mr. Fairbairn purchased 
it in 1929 from D. T. Matlack, who had put it to- 
gether from a tract of the D. B. Hampton estate 
and additional purchases from the defunct Clark 
County Fair association. But it had a large 
weight in the breeding industry, partly because 
Mr. Fairbairn shared in the ownership of *Sir 
Gallahad III and *Blenheim II, partly because he 
culled relentlessly, kept only a few mares. 

Most of his stock went to Saratoga, where 
for the last three years he topped the market 
in the average price obtained for his offerings. 
At the recent Keeneland sale his 11 yearlings 
averaged $6,745, second highest average of the 
sale. Among the horses he has bred the best 
known is the Kentucky Derby winner Galla- 
hadion, but the stakes winners Magic Hour, Sir 
Jeffrey, Broad Ripple, Sarada, Gov. Schultz, and 
Special Agent also were of his breeding. 

Mr. Fairbairn, a former director of the Nation- 
al Biscuit Company, and of other enterprises, for 
some time has been disposing of his broodmares 
privately, and only a few horses remain at the 
farm. His chief remaining Thoroughbred asset 
is a one-eighth interest in *Blenheim II, as he 
was a member of the syndicate which purchased 
that stallion for approximately $250,000 and im- 
ported him. 


Our Boots Retires 


Announcement was made August 16 that fur- 
ther attempts to train Royce G. Martin’s Our 
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Boots had been abandoned, and the *Bull Dog 
horse had been shipped from Belmont Park to 
Mr. Martin’s Woodvale Farm, Bourbon County, 
Ky., where he will enter the stud next spring. 

Our Boots was foaled at Coldstream Stud, 
Lexington, on April 6, 1938, the first foal of 
*Maid of Arches, by Warden of the Marches. At 
Saratoga Mr. Martin paid $3,500 for him, named 
him for Boots, a bulldog owned by his daughter. 
He was first trained by Cliff Porter, then turned 
over to Steve Judge, one of the oldest and most 
experienced of active horsemen. He was lightly 
campaigned at two, and when he was sent after 
the Belmont Futurity he had started but three 
times, winning two races. He won the Futurity 
decisively from Whirlaway, King Cole, and others, 
but at Keeneland Whirlaway and Blue Pair beat 
him in the Breeders’ Futurity. He was second, 
beaten a nose by Bold Irishman, in the Pimlico 
Futurity. He earned $71,351 as a 2-year-old, but 
was nosed out for money-winning honors’ by 
Whirlaway. 


As a 3-year-old his first important start was 
in the Blue Grass Stakes at Keeneland, where he 
won easily from Whirlaway. He ran far back in 
the Kentucky Derby, however, and the only other 
important event he won was the Yankee Handi- 
cap at Suffolk Downs. Thereafter he had train- 
ing troubles, starting 12 times at four and win- 
ning only once. He ran five times this year, won 
two races, but was unplaced in his two stakes 
starts, the Suburban and Grey Lag Handicaps. 
His last winning effort was at Aqueduct June 16. 


In all he started 32 times, won nine races, fin- 
ished second three times, third seven times, and 
earned $126,152. 


Whiskaway Dies 


Death of the 24-year-old stallion Whiskaway 
is reported from Arthur J. Sackett’s Riverview 
Farm, near Richmond, Va. Whiskaway was bred 
by Harry Payne Whitney, and was a son of Whisk 
Broom II—Inaugural, by *Voter. As a 3-year- 
old he beat Morvich for the Carlton Stakes, beat 
him again, along with Pillory and others, in the 
Kentucky Special. He started 26 times in his 
three seasons, won eight races, was second twice, 
third three times, earned $57,671. 


He sired a number of minor stakes winners, in- 
cluding Knight Commander, Concord, Blue Day, 
Quickaway, Dolly Whisk, and Rapid Way, and 
many persistent winners, such as Hamburger 
Jim (53 wins), Alamae (36 wins) and others, but 
never got a horse of extreme class. Through 
1942 he had sired winners of 776 races and $572,- 
522. 


Death of Bud Lerner 


On advice of a veterinarian, the 23-year-old 
stallion Bud Lerner was destroyed August 6 at 
Danny Shea’s farm near Hyde, Md. 

The horse was bred by John E. Madden and 
came to the races in 1922 as Bud Larner, the 
spelling of the name subsequently being changed. 
With Earl Sande wearing the cherry and black 
silks Bud Lerner won the Youthful and Whirl 
Stakes, and near the end of the season was sold 
to Harry F. Sinclair’s Rancocas Stable. At three 
he raced only once, winning the overnight Bay- 
side Handicap, went wrong, and could never be 
trained again. As a mature horse he was badly 
afflicted with ringbones. He won four of 12 
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starts, was second twice, third twice, and earned 
$16,460. 

Bud Lerner, a son of The Finn—-Dreamsome, 
by Superman, second dam Ballymena, by *Adam, 
entered the stud at Rancocas in 1927. In 1932 
he was catalogued for the Rancocas dispersal but 
was not sold at auction. He was disposed of pri- 
vately, turned up at William Elder’s Merryland 
Farm in the fall of 1932, and remained there un- 
til the Merryland stock was dispersed in 1939, 
when G. R. Bryson got him for $1,800. 

Best known in recent years as the sire of 
Thanksgiving, winner of the Travers Stakes of 
1938 and a number of other stakes, Bud Lerner 
also sired the stakes winners Mokatam, Chantry, 
Capture (grandam of Cocopet), Trilogy, Schoon- 
er, Toddle On, Betty’s Buddy, and others.

$725,000 for the War 


Last week officials of Suffolk Downs presented 
a check for $625,000 to representatives of the 
National War Fund. On August 14 Saratoga ran 
its racing program for the same cause, raised 
about $100,000. On August 16 Detroit began a 
24-day meeting for the War Fund. On August 
16 the War Manpower Commission ruled that 
connection with race tracks, alone of profession- 
al sports, constituted non-deferable employment. 

The situation was left a little mixed. As near- 
ly as could be estimated, in a matter on which 
contradictory announcements are made gleefully 
every day, employment by a race track was non- 
deferable; employment at a race track (jockeys, 
grooms, trainers) was not necessarily so.

Count Fleet Uncertain 


It was reported August 16 that the chances of 
a return to racing for Count Fleet this year were 
growing slimmer. Owner John D. Hertz said 
that though the colt had recovered completely 
from the ankle injury he suffered in the Belmont 
Stakes, he had been fired for a splint that had 
developed in the meanwhile. He is now appar- 
ently recovered, is galloping soundly. But Train- 
er Don Cameron is doubtful as to whether he 
can be got ready for real distance racing in less 
than two months, by which time the season will 
be almost ended. But Count Fleet will stay in 
training, on the off chance that he may reach 
racing condition sooner than expected.

Coldstream Stud early this week lost one of the 
better colts included in its consignment of year- 
lings to be sold at the Meadow Brook Club, West- 
bury, Long Island, on September 22. The red 
roan colt by *Mahmoud out of Joybird, by *Bull 
Dog, died and a post-mortem examination reveal- 
ed that the cause of death was strangulation of 
the small intestine as a result of a ruptured mes- 
enteric artery.

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MARYLAND 
Fall Stakes 


HOUGH the fall season in Maryland has been 

considerably curtailed this year, the stakes 
program agreed upon by the four tracks which 
will conduct a 30-day joint meeting at Pimlico 
from October 9 through November 13 indicates 
a quality of racing which has perhaps never been 
approximated to a like extent during the fall 
Maryland season. Though four meeting, nor- 
mally totaling about 60 days, have been compres- 
sed into 30, only three stakes events have been 
dropped. The Sagamore Stakes at Pimlico and 
the Endurance Handicap at Bowie have been 
dropped entirely, the Maryland and Potomac 
Handicaps will be run as one event. 

On the other side of the picture, the endow- 
ments of 18 stakes have been increased, the 
amounts ranging from $1,500 to $15,000, and the 
total endowment of the 29 stakes that will be 
run is greater, by $47,000, than the endowments 
of the 32 stakes run in 1942. The biggest jump 
is in the Pimlico Special, which has a value of 
$25,000, with the proviso that in case of another 
walkover the value will be but $10,000. The Wash- 
ington, Riggs, and Bryan and O’Hara have raises 
of $5,000 each; all of the steeplechases have been 
increased in value, and the $2,500 stakes have 
been doubled.

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THE HIPODROMO'S PLANS 


Editor’s note: The following was released last 
week by Bruno Pagliai. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11—The Hipodromo de las 
Americas of Mexico City, the Turf’s newest Thor- 
oughbred course, will open its second season of 
racing on Saturday, October 23, and distribute 
a total of 2,356,500 pesos, or approximately $475,- 
000, in stakes and purses to horsemen. This an- 
nouncement was issued here today by Bruno Pag- 
liai, president of the Hipodromo, who arrived in 
New York recently to make a tour of the major 
tracks in this country. 

“Our first meeting was so successful,’ stated 
Pagliai, “that for the forthcoming winter season 
we are increasing our overnight purses 25 per 
cent. The total money distribution, to include 
stakes and special features, will be approximately 
40 per cent more than was offered during the last 
meeting.” 

The length of the Hipodromo meeting will be 
extended to 65 or more days. The inaugural sea- 
sen, which saw the revival of racing in Mexico 
last March 6 after an absence of 25 years, was 
conducted over a period of 42 days. The minimum 
purse has been increased from $600 to $750. 

There will be thirty special features listed to 
include 21 stakes. At the last meet there were 
seven stakes. The major events will include one

Of the $475,000 in total purse distribution, a 
sum which places the Mexico City track on a par 
with the major winter courses of this country, 
Pagliai calls attention to the fact that $363,000 
has been earmarked for overnight purses, and 
$112,000 for stakes. The daily racing program 
calls for eight races, an average daily purse dis- 
tribution of $7,250. 

The big race, the Handicap de las Americas, 
will be boosted to 125,000 pesos added. In Ameri- 
can money, this is equivalent to $25,762. This 
race was valued at 100,000 pesos added for its 
first running and was won by W. A. Osborne's 
Step By, bred by the late Admiral C. T. Grayson. 

The Derby Mexicano, ranking 3-year-old fixture 
of the meeting, has been raised in value from 50,- 
000 pesos to 62,500 pesos added, or $12,850 ap- 
proximately in U. S. currency. The next race of 
monetary importance is the Handicap Presiden- 
cial of 50,000 added pesos ($10,310 U. S. cur- 
rency). The Gran Premio Nacional, formerly the 
Handicap Nacional, will be worth 30,000 pesos 
added, or $6,200. It is exclusively for Mexican- 
owned horses. Other important events are the 
Handicap Azteca, 25,000 added pesos ($5,800), 
and Handicap de la Ciudad de Mexico, 20,000 add- 
ed pesos ($4,124). 

The Hipodromo de las Americas, built at a 
cost of two million dollars, was designed by Archi- 
tect John Sloan, former member of the New 
York State Racing Commission. Directors are 
Bernard E. Smith, New York financier; E. L. 
Cord, Detroit automobile magnate; Agustin Le- 
gorreta, Mexico City banker; and Messrs. Sloan 
and Pagliai. 

In announcing the Hipodromo’s racing program, 
Pagliai stated that Mexico is making prepara- 
tions for a banner season. In the return of rac- 
ing to Mexico, the sport has the staunch support 
of President Manuel Avila Camacho, who is a 
firm believer that the mutual interest in horses 
is an important factor in sponsoring good will be- 
tween this country and Mexico. President Ca- 
macho’s interest became more than a desire to 
install racing as one of Mexico’s leading sports 
attractions. With the opening of the Hipodromo 
last March in the snug little valley bordering 
the fashionable Lomas de Chapultepec, General 
Camacho acquired a stable of his own, and now he 
is intensely interested in the breeding phase.

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Keeneland Yearling 
Sales Review 


HE summaries of the last four of the six ses- 

sions of yearling sales at Keeneland are in- 
cluded in this issue of THE BLOOD-HoORSE. In the 
following columns are the various statistics and 
recapitulations which THE BLOOD-HORSE publishes 
annually for their reference value, and as an aid 
in the analysis of the most important sales series 
of the year. (Results of the sales at the Keene- 
land Stud dispersal on August 12 are excluded 
fromethese statistics. ) 

A sale-by-sale comparison with the 1942 market 
at Saratoga is obviously impossible, since there 
was only the roughest correspondence between in- 
dividual sales, but the following table gives the 
figures for the six sessions individually, and an 
over-all comparison with last year’s Saratoga 
prices and averages:

The average, with resales included, was almost 
exactly three times as high as that at Saratoga 
last year. With resales excluded, the Lexington 
average was 198 per cent greater than Saratoga’s 
1942 average. The Lexington average was high- 
er than anything at Saratoga since 1929, and 
higher than in any other years at Saratoga ex- 
cept 1925 and 1926. 

But comparing the Lexington sale with Sara- 
toga’s gross figures does not adequately indic’ 
the state of the market. Rather, the comparison 
should be made between the “Western” sales of 
this year and the corresponding group of con- 
signments from earlier years. THE BLOOD-HORSE 
has not made a practice of breaking down the 
Saratoga sales on such a basis in previous years, 
but has now compiled the following tabulation 
which may indicate roughly the comparison be- 
tween the Keeneland auctions and the corre- 
sponding portion of the Saratoga sales.

On this basis the Lexington average represents 
an increase of 160 per cent over that for the cor- 
responding geographical group sold at Saratoga 
in 1942; that is, the 1943 average is 2.6 times that 
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of 1942. It is about 63 per cent above the ‘“West- 
ern” average for 1941, and considerably under 
that for 1929. The comparison, however, should 
not be extended, without qualification, to 1940, 
the Western totals for which include Coldstream 
Stud, which did not sell at all in 1941 and 1942 
and which will sell with the Eastern group this 
year. 


Colts and Fillies 


HE proportion of colts to fillies was a little 

smaller than normal, though not enough so to 
be worth much notice. The usual proportion is 
about 60-40, with colts in the majority, and this 
year it was 58-42. The colts actually sold for 
more than three times their 1942 Saratoga aver- 
age, the exact increase being 213 per cent. The 
fillies went up a little less precipitously, increas- 
ing by 175 per cent. In the following tabulation 
(with resales left out) the average prices for 
colts and fillies at Saratoga for 10 years are com- 
pared with those at Keeneland this season:

Distribution in Price Groups 


EST indication of a bad or spotty sale is a 
few good prices, a straggling number of in- 
between horses, and a heavy majority of bad 
ones. On this count the 1943 sale at Keeneland 
had an especially good showing. It had the small- 
est proportion of sales under $1,000 of any sale 
in the last 11 years. It had fewer individuals 
over $10,000 than some of the earlier sales did, 
but it had the largest proportion. Last year 
nothing reached that figure, $9,000 being the top; 
this year there were 13 to reach or pass $10,000. 
Last year 328 Saratoga yearlings out of 485 feil 
below $1,000; this time only 73 from 311 were 
that low. The group from $2,000 to $4,000 was 
almost exactly as numerous as the one between 
$1,000 and $2,000.

William Helis, of New Orleans, who a year 
ago was known to racing only as the wealthy 
Greek-boin oil man who had bankrolled the New 
Orleans Fair Grounds while it returned to its 
status as one of the country’s prominent winter 
tracks. Last winter he had a small stable. At 
the Corning dispersal at Belmont Park’s spring 
meeting he purchased Attention for $55,000 and 
bought two mares. A few weeks before the Lex- 
ington sales he bought several head privately 
from H. H. Knight and W. B. Miller. At the 
sales, accompanied by Anthony Pelleteri, director 
of his racing interests, he spent $146,200 for 11

Sires of the Yearlings 


HE 311 yearlings at the Keeneland sales rep- 

resented the get of 84 stallions, including 
most of the more important ones in production 
in Kentucky. Mereworth Stud’s *Hairan, which 
had 15 yearlings in the sale, had the greatest 
numerical representation, with *Blenheim II sec- 
ond with 14. Another Mereworth stallion, *Bel 
Aethel (now dead) was tied with *Sir Gallahad 
III for third place with 13. The only other to 
have as many as 10 was Sweeping Light. 

In point of average prices, *Blenheim II topped 
the list, as he did during the last three previous 
years at Saratoga. His 14 yearlings brought 
$185,900, average $13,279, enabling him almost 
to double the average of his nearest competitor, 
and to more than triple his own 1942 Saratoga 
average. *Sir Gallahad III, perennially high on 
the list, was second. Johnstown, which was 
eighth on the list of Saratoga sires last year, 
moved to third place at Keeneland, is the highest 
native-bred horse on the list.
